Aspirants in France Get Rapid 
Fire Training 


Separate Studies 


How Classification is Made in 
General Operations 
[A. POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

FRENCH FRONT, Dec. 20.-—A 
few precise details as to the or- 
ganization of an army staff-——that 
branch of the military body known 
as “the brains of the army hon 
what great care and minute con- 
trol are necessary in the selection 
of officers who have in their hands 
the direction of operations, and con- 
sequently the lives of the thousands 
of men engaged in modern battles. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has, during more than three 
years of war, watched closely the 
development of the staff work of the 
allied and has thus obtained 
his information at first hand under 
actual war conditions. 

In the French army when an 
augmentation of the number of staff 
officers was found necessary, a selec~ 
tion was made among the officers of 
the reserve and those of the regu- 
lar regimental! officers without staff 
experience: The first category was 
found to comprise many officers who, 
although full of energy and 
spirit, lacked in a smaller or larger 
degree the experience of handling 
troops, while the category 
Was unaccustomed to the methodi- 
cal study of documents. It was 
therefore decided to form a staff 
school through which all these can- 
Aidates for staff work had to pass 
before undertaking their important 


duties. | 
VARIOUS STUDIES. 

The aspirants first make a study 
of the various branches of the army 
—artiliery, cavalry, infantry, en- 
gineers and aviation—and with the 
ald and guidance of experienced offi- 
cers belonging to each of these 
arms, learn to foresee and provide 
for the needs of the different units. 
The next step its a course in the 
organization of the command of a 
staff and the working of the various 
services connected with it. This is 
followed by study of the preparatory 
work of a military operation and 
the mechanism of issuing orders, as 
well as the employment of troops 
and the work of a staff during a 
battle, all of which is explained by 
experienced staff officers. 

A period of about ten weeks is 
usually sufficient to give a thorough 
foundation to the aspirants, who are 
then divided into two groups, the 
first intended to become divisional 
‘staff officers and the second to go to 
brigade 

Those chosen for divisional work 
proceed to a course of practical 
training, the opening stage of which 
is a period of eight days passed in 
some other branch of service from 
that out of which they have been 
selected. The second stage is a 
period of fiying, lasting eight days. 
The next step is a period of three 
weeks in the staff office of an army 
comprising several army corps, after 
which they go into the staff office 
of an army corps for a term lasting 
a week. 

On the completion of this prac- 
tical work the officers return to the 
staff school for a month to have a 
Anal touch given to their instruc- 
tion before they are appointed to 
a divisional staff in the field, the 
entire training having lasted five 
months. It is only by the closest 
application to study that an officer 
can succeed in mastering staff work 
in this brief period, even although 
he has already gone through the 
ordinary military training of an of- 


THE SMALLER UNITS. 

Those who are intended for 
brigade staffs work through the 
same steps of the preliminary 
theoretical course, but as their train- 
ing is intended to fit them to serve 
with smaller units only, they do not 
pursue 80 long a practical course, 
which in their case comprises a

In Count Karolyt's 
opinion, the necessary conditions for 
a lasting peace are renunciation of 
all annexationist aims and the com- 
Pletg democratization of all the 
belligerent — Speaking par- 
ticularly of Hungary, he said: 

“The new scheme for electoral re- 
form in Hungary. while it does not 
mean equal universal and secret vot- 
ing. yet brings with it a reasonable 
extension of the right to vote and is 
therefore to be regarded as a step in 
the way towards that democratization 
which ts necessary if a lasting peace 
is to be secured, and the first result 
of which will be a complete reform 
of Parliament to the end that the 
government will be dependent on 
the mass of the people, and not 
merely on the middle classes. 

“As for the problem of national 
ties in Hungary. it will solve itself 
automatically when the whole sys- 
tem of government has deen 
democratized. The mittel-Europa 
scheme will inevitably result in the 
perpetuation of war, and is to be 
condemned on that account. Free- 
dom in commercial relations is a 
necessary attribute to a lasting 
peace, and Hungary must have a 
free hand in all economic questions 
and not be bound to Germany by 
any long-standing agreement.” 


SAYS KHAKI HANDICAP

LABRADOR DOCTOR SUGGESTS

CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—American 
soldiers in European trenches are at 
a big disadvantage because of their 
impracticable uniforms, declared 
Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell, Labrador 
medical missionary, yesterday. 

“Khaki clothes lose heat too 
quickly and are useless in a cold 
climate because they leak air,” said 
Dr. Grenfell. “Men in trenches need 
uniforms in which they can crawl 
across wet ground and keep dry.

COMPACT IS NEAR 
FINAL SETTLEMENT BETWEEN 


MAJORS AND FEDERAL 
IS IN SIGHT, 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSVE DISPATCH.) 
NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan. 13.~-The final settle- 
ment of the peace compact between 
the major leagues and the Federal 
League, which was drawn up early 
in the spring of 1916. is expected 
to be effected within a short time. 
The matter was left in the hands 
of Presidents John K. Tener and 
Ban Johnson, for adjustment, and 
at the recent meeting of the Na- 
tional commission in Cuincinati, it 
was announced that an agreement 
had been reached whereby the long 
standing trouble would be ended. 
When the Federal League war was 
ended two years ago, the Major 
leagues agreed to reimburse Harry 
F. Sinclair, who owned the Newark 
club; the Wards who owned the 
Brooklyn club and Edward Gwin- 
ner, owner of the Pittsburgh, Federal 
League club. in bart. for the big 
investments they had made in the 
disastrous venture. The Federal 
League at the time had taken over 
more than 50 per cent. of the play- 
ers of the too major league or- 
ganizations and had invaded the 
minor leagues to such an extent that 
several of them were on the verge 
of disbandifig. So organized ball 
decided to buy off the invaders. The 
Federal Ue owners agreed to 
allow those who had put up most 
of the financial backing to get the 
spoils of the settlement. Weeghman 
of Chicago was allowed to buy out 
the Cubs, 1 Phil Ball and Otto 


Steifel of Louls bought tire 
Browns. This left Sinclair, the

After this arrangement was agreed 
upon, the Baltimore Federal League 
club halted the negotiations dy 
bringing a $900,000 suit alleging that 
organized baseball was conducted in 
violation of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
law. As one of the terms of the 
peace pact had been that all litiga- 
tion was to end, legal counsel for 
organized baseball took the stand 
that the Federal League had falled 
to carry, out its part of the settle- 
ment, 80 ments to Sinclair,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Reor- 
ganization and expansion of the op- 
erating department of the Shipping 
Board 80 as to place representatives 
in London, Paris and Rome, and 
branches at nearly all important At- 
lantic Coast ports, was announced 
tonight as one of the direct results 
of the inter-Allied war conference.

BEAR ADDED TAX BURDEN 


City’s Need . of More Revenue Apparent} 
. aS Saloons’ K nell Draws Near 


PEAKING yvueterday of the city’s 
Plan to make up the $400,000 
deficit in revenues Ahat will re- 
sult when the Gandicr anti-saloon 
ortinance goes into effect, April 1, 
Chairman Mallerd of the Council's

The 
existing wheel tax measure pro- 
vides that the receipts shall be used 
for the upkeep and maintenance of 
the streets and highways, and we 
still could use the tax money 80 re- 
ceived for that purpose.“ 

There are, at present, Mr. Mal- 
lard pointed out, approximateiy 1030 
lines of business of a revente-pro- 
ducing characte in Los 
Hundreds of th now operate un- 
der the present license ordinance; 
others do not. One line of business 
operating without the payment of 
license fees is that of clairvoyants, 
trance mediums, spiritualists, hyp- 
notists: in fact, all forms of fortune 
tellers. A preceding Council nul 
lified the section of the ordinance 
requiring people engaged in this line 
of business to take out licenses by 
changing the reading of the or- 
dinance, permitting “ordained” 
spiritualiste and mediums to operate 
free. The Councilmen acted favor- 
ably*on nullifyine this section on 
the assumption that they were in- 
terfering with a form of religion, it 
le said. Since then California has 
developed what ‘many style “diploma 
milis” from which it is said to be 
possible to purchase 
papers for a small fee. The Citys 
Council proposes to return the nul- 
lied section in the ordinance, ex- 
empting only those who can pro- 


duce bona fide ordination docu- 
ments from a recogni body of 
spiritualists. 


IN THREE CLASSES.

Favor American Musicians. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 6.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] In its con- 
cert and opera field columns The 
Billboard of December 29, last, con- 
tains timely statements on ‘The 
Control of American Musical Organ- 
izations,” a subject much under dis- 
cussion at present. There are still 
many Americans willing to pay 
homage to anything and everything 
in the way of music emanating 
from, or directed by, a European, 
while they look askance at music 
composed, interpreted, or directed 
by, an A n. 

With full appreciation of the 
splendid artists and able conductors 
and directors Evrope has furnished, 
too long has the control of our mu- 
sical life been in the hands of Eu- 
ropeans, a few of whom have had 
the bad taste to be continually 
sneering at everything American in 
music, While at the same time pock- 
eting hundreds of thousands of 
American dollars. 

Has the time not arrived when 
American artists, all else being equal, 
should be given the preference’? 
Have we not a4 the 
stage of our usical development 
when. it 4s no longer necessary to 
import Europeans to be given con- 
trol of our operas and symphony 
orchrestras? We submit that we 
are now capable of musically super- 
vising the building of our own mu- 
sical structure. In the future, as in 
the past, let us use anything and 
anybody Europe may furnish us in 
a musical way that is worthy, but 
let us put the control of our musi- 
cal organizations in the hands of 
Americans. The war has already 
made many changes, and we now 
see more than 50 per cent. of the 
Metropolitan Operahouse artists 
American. 

Mr. Campanini himself, in a re- 
cent article in the Chicago Herald, 
very emphatically states that Amer- 
cas musical opportunity is at hand. 
Can we better take advantage of this 
opportunity than by seeing to it 
that in future Americans, and ne 
Europeans, are the controlling fac- 
tors in the direction of the destinies 
of America’s great musical organ- 


izations? 

In Los at present none 
of gur musical organizations, of a 
professional character, is controlled 
(musically) by Americans. For in- 
stance, the Los Angeles Symphony 
Orchestra, the Woman's Sympheny 
Orchestra; and in the local theaters, 
the Morosco, Auditorium, tages, 
Grauman'’s new Broadway Theater, 
the Lincoln Park Sunday band are 
all musically controlled by Wuro- 

ns, while the all-the-year-round 
— at Venice and Ocean Park are 
permanent stumbling blocks to the 
employment of Americans to con- 
trol, musically, these organizations. 
Therefore, it may be said truthfully 
that Los Agneles is not a fend to 
Americans from a musical view- 
point.

SUNSHINELESS 

Some Interesting Facts About 
Weather Last Year ip 
Los Augeles. 

During the year of 1917 
Los Angeles had 111 days 
with 100 per cent. sunshine. . 
Only nine days of the year 
were without sunshine. . The 
mean sunshine of the year 
was 75 per cent. of the possi- 
ble amount. 

These interesting state-. 
ments are taken from the an- 
nual meteorological summary, 
with comparative data, for 
Los Angeles in 1917, which 
has just been issued by Dr. 
Ford Carpenter, meteorolo- 
gist. 

The report shows that in 
1917 there were 213 clear 
days; 101 partly clouded and 
fifty-one cloudy. Dense fog 
eccurred on two days, A 
thunderstorm occurred on 
September 28. and there was 
heavy frost on January 2, , 
17, 22 and 27, February 165, 
March i, 11, 12, 16 and 16 
and April 18, i 

The total precipitation for 
the year was 8.46 inches, 
which was 7.198 inches below 
the normal. There were. 
twenty-eight rainy days. The 
longest period without rain 
was 170 daye—from May i8 


to November 6.

“Ancient and Modern Lovers, or 
Where Did Cain Get His Wife,” was 
the subject of Rev. Herbert Booth 
Smith last night in Immanuel Pres- 
byterian Church. In the course of 
thie sermon the speaker 
“It seems to me that the heresy 
of Cain is among us, the turning of 
the back upon God and engineering 
home life on a material the 
human rather than the divine view 
of marriage. A Columbia University 
professor has put the idea into these 
words: ‘I do not believe in sacra- 
mental marriage. arriage 6 not 
a religious rite, but purely a civil 
contract.’

ERE’S TO NEVADA! | 
Southern Californians are especially 
interested in Nevada, because the peculiar 


shape of the long-angled border line be- 


tween the States has snuggled her up very 
closely to us. Even the city of Los Angeles 
ie not exactly south of the northern por- 
tion of California, but lies far enough east 
to come below the northern section of 
Nevada. 

Our neighbor is walled the “Sagebrush 
State: but she stontly denies that sage- 
brush and desert are necessarily syn- 
onomous terms, and her crop yield for 1916, 
in efficiency of production, bears out this 
assertion. While the potato crop ran short 
in most sections of our country in that 
year, the yield of the “Silver State” turned 
out well—she ranked forty-cecond among 
the States im acreage for this vegetable, 
but in actual quantity produced, she stood 
thirtieth in the line. She harvested 2,660,000 
bushels of potatees—a greater crop than 
was yielded by either Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, South ‘Carolina, Flor 
ida, Alabama, Mississippi, Oklahoma or 
Texas, although most of these States had 
a larger acreage planted than did Nevada. 

In bushels per acre Nevada made a still 
better showing. The great potato growing 
States of New York, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and lowa yielded, respectively, 70, 47, 60 
and 42 bushels per acre; and the nation 


as a whole gave $0.4 bushels to the acre; 


but the “Sagebrush State” produced an 
averace of 190 bushels per acre, a mark so 
high that it was exceeded by but one other 
State in the Union--Maine, with a yield of 
204 bushels per acre. For the same year, 
Nevada raised more spuds chan did Massa- 
chusetts or Texas, although the New Eng- 
land State had nearly twice the acreage 
and the southern State nearly three times 


as Many acres planted. | 

It would seem that Nevada might easily 
raise foodstuffs for a population of the 
or more, when her period of de ment 
comes, She has a potential water supply 
for at least one million—possibly two mi 
lion—acres of land and for her 191€ crop 
of potatoes she utilized but 44,000 acres. 

Wheat also pays a tribute to the efficacy 
of irrigation. Of all the States of this coun- 
try, Arizona, the “sun-kissed,” leads in 
production of bushels to the acre, her near 
est competitor being Nevada, with a yield 
of but one-tenth of a bushel less. The value 
of irrigation when it comes to raising hay 
is shown by the fact that Ar mona also leads 
all States in her tonnage per acre, with 
Nevada and Washington a tie for second 
place in hay production. The residents of 
Nevada will not have to subsist on a vege- 
tarian diet either, for the 1915 returns of 
the government credit this State with over 
500,000 head of sheep and nearly 500,000 
head of cattle. 

The “Silver State” has long been noted for 
its mineral output, one lode alone having 
yielded over $300,000,000 worth of precious 
metals. It will surprise many old-timers 
who associate Nevada's high tide in mining 
with Comstock days to learn that in 1913, 
before the war had sent copper sky high, 
the value of minerals produced in Nevada 
just about equaled that of the best years of 
Virginia City mining. 

Already Southern California has good 
rail connection with Southern Nevada, and 
our business relations are becoming each 


year more important. But we need also a.

bring us into still closer touch, with good 
laterals to facilitate travel.

THAT INCONCLUSIVE PEACE. 


An Eminent Author's Appealing Argument for a 
| World Government. 
BY ARNOLD BENNETT. 


{The following article by Arnold 
Bennett is one of the best that has 
appeared under his name. He dis- 
cusses what, to his mind, would de, 
and what would not be, an incon- 
clusive peace. He stands strongly 
for the League of Nations idea and 
arraigns most severely those diplo- 
mats who have been making secret 
treaties that cannot be defended by 


a people fighting for liberty of na- 


tions.—-Ed. Times.] 


CERTAIN type of man and 

: of newspaper is always saying: 
“We don’t want.any inconclu- 

sive peace.” Whenever the word 
“peace” is mentioned, the answering 
cry is: “We don't want any incon- 
clusive peace.” Who does want an 
inconclusive peace? These shouting 
blusterers imagine, or pretend to 
imagine, that people who don’t share 
their views are so given over to folly 
that they positively desire an incon- 
clusive peace, which would mean an- 
other war probably worse than the 
present specimen. In the same way 
Tories used to wonder how it was 
that Radicals could be so unpatriotic 
as to be Radicals, and in the same 
way many eelf-styled Liberals today 
wonder how it is that Socialists can 
be so unpatriotic as to be Socialists, 
It is, fortunately, quite easy to 
Picture what kind of peace the 
bullying, noisy section of this realm 
is after. Germany is to be beaten. 
She need not be absolutely beaten 
to a standstill, but she must feel 
within her the consciousness of de- 
feat, though she may still have some 
dangerous kick left. Such a Ger- 
many is to attend a peace confer- 


ence of the Powers. The terms to 


be formally discussed with Germany 
—in reality to be imposed on Ger- 
many—-are a series of precautions 
against the revival of Germany. It 


is necessary to provide against the. 


revival of Germany because the ax- 
dom is that if Germany revives she 
will go to war again. 

THE TEST OF VICTORY. 


Now there are 10,000 different 
theories afoot as to the test by which 
we are to judge whether Germany 
has in fact won the war or lost the 
war. Each of these theories is dif- 
ferent from the others. And a fa- 
vorite phrase is: “Uniess is 
done Germany has won the war. She 


may appear to have lost, but in fact 


she has won it.” One is constantly 


and every 
the is different. It may be 
that, unless Bohemia is constituted 
a separate state, Germany has won 
the war; or, unless Poland gets a 
seaport, Germany has won the war: 
or, unless the nonferrous metals bill 
is paseed, Germany has won the war; 
or, unless Asia Minor is cut up into 
u particular form of jig-saw puzzle, 
Germany has won the war; or, un- 
leas conscription is rendered perma- 
nent in Britain, Germany has won 
the war, or $996 other varieties of 
“unless.” It follows that, in order 
to make as sure as possible that 
y has not won the war, as 
many as possible of these conditions 
must somehow be fulfilled in the 
treaty of peace. 
And note that all of them are of 
a military or economic nature, des- 
ignated to punish Germany and to 
put her at the permanent disadvan- 
tage with the rest of the world. 
Nothing else matters but the punish- 
ment and the weakening of Ger- 
many and the aggrandizement of 
some, or all, of the other bellicer- 
entg at her expense. The other bel- 
nts are to stand with loaded 
ries round Germany and terrorize 
her by milftary force into virtue. 
Such is the kind of peace which the 
bullying, noisy section would call a 
conclusive peace. 


A DANGEROUS PEACE. 


To my mind, it is just this kind 
of peace which would be an incon- 
clusive peace. This kind of peace 
in varying degrees has 
over and over again in the history 
of the world, and war still flour- 
ishes. Thousands of times those 
exploded frauda, the traditional di 
plomatists, have sat round a table 
and solemnly bargained accordi 
to the best precedents, and war stil 
flourishes —for the simple reason 
that both victors and vanquished, 
but especially victors, have put their 
faith solely in the sword, made their 
final appeal to the eword, and never 
had the slightest intention of giving 


-up the sword. 


And there is today still a very 
strong party which has not the 
slightest intention of giving up the 
sword—if it can by any means stick 
to the sword; there is still a very 
strong party which emphatically 
does not want to bring to an end 
the institution of war. This party 
consists chiefly of two sorts of per- 
sons-——the unimaginative persons 


who are incapable of seeing that hu- | 


man society develops and that the 
institution of war as we understand 
war is bound ultimately in the course 
of evolution to follow the institution 
of slavery into desuetude, and the 
conspiratorial persons who hate de- 
mocracy and who think they, see in 
armies their only effective method 
of checking the advance of democ- 
racy. Let us never forget that large 
numbers of powerful and infivential 
individuals alive among us today put 
militarism foremost in their social 
creed and would be deeply and gen- 


winely grieved to see it go. , 


FOOLISHNESS OF MILITARISM. 

Events in Russia have given these 

er persons a very considerable 
shaking, though they hope to re- 
cover from the shock. The vicissi- 
tudes of the Russian revolution have 
reacted upon the world situation in 
two different ways. In the first 
place, they have shown up the sin- 
gular foolishness of pure militarism 
even from the militarists’ own point 
of view. The militarists of all coun- 
tries have always preached that 
nothing counts in war but fighting, 
and they would be anti-democratic 
at any cost. The result of their 
prodigiously idiotic attitude toward 
the Russian revolution is plain. 
Presid 
admit it in his last speech. The re- 
sult of Allied militaristic antagonism 
to the democratic wave in Russia 
and of its refusal to permit the 
Stockholm conference (which re- 
fusal was one of the most stupen- 
dous madnesses in the history of the 
modern age) is that an army of mu- 
lions is lest to the Allied cause. If 
that army had been kept for the 


| Allied cause, as it might have been, 


the war very probably would have 
been over by this time. Let me 
note in passing that, owing to pre- 
cisely the same spirit, a similar 
state of affairs on a smaller scale 
exists in Ireland: today.

REVISING WAR AIMS. 

Times are changing very rapidly, 
and whatever impudence a British 
statesman may have been capable 
of, even three months ago, no Brit- 
ish government and no French gov- 
ernment either would dare today to 
stand up in the popular chamber 
and defend the secret agreements in 
their entirety. Would any democ- 
racy in Europe or America consent 
to go on fighting in order that in- 
disputably German territory should 
be as to one part transferred to 
France and as to another part torn 
from the German empire and turned 
into a separate state? #Democra- 
cles, with all their faults, have at 
any rate enough sense to know that 
such a proceeding would inevitably 
in the end give birth to another war. 
And should we continue to indulge 
in slaughter so that portions of the 
earth's surface in Asia Minor and 
elsewhere may be carved up in a 
particular fashion and distributed 
among favored western nations? To 
ask is to answer. 

LEAGUE OF NATIONS IDEA. 

And more is required than the 
mere revision of war aims, so that 
they may faithfully correspond in 
detail with the generalities so per- 
fectly stated by Mr. Asquith over 
three years ago. In three years, 
whether or not the thought of 
governments has the 
thought of democracies has pro- 

The entire perspective of 

the situation as envisaged by Buro- 
pean governments was wrong and is 
wrong and needs fundamental cor- 
recting. Democracies have learned 
in three years: (1) That the most 
imperative duty of mankind is to 
do its best to put a stop to the in- 
stitution of war; (2) that the insti- 
tution of war is not likely to perish 
so long as nations are left free to 
arm themselves according to the 
fancy of their rulers, unrestricted 
by international control, and there- 
fore (3) that the first condition of 
permanent peace is a League of Na- 
tions formed with a view to inter- 
national control of arms and the set- 
tlement of all disputes by a world 
tribunal. And yet do our Euro 
governments show the least official 
interest in the essential scheme of a 
League of Nations? They do not. 
They never mention it, or, if they 
mention it, they do so in order to 
aneer at it. And this ts true not of 
Britain only. It AMied govern- 
ments complain that they do not 
always feel utterly stre of pular 
support the remedy is and 
it ie in their own hands. Let them 
seriously take up the supreme busi- 
ness of a genuine League of Nations. 
Let them agree that all the nations 
of the earth, and not merely the bel- 
ligerent nations, shall assist at the 
conference which might and should 
usher in a new era of the world; the 
rest will follow. In brief, let them 
display candor and imagination and 
faith. By no other path will they 
arrive at a conclusive peace.
